Socialist Pamphlets 
Under Cornerstone 


Of British Cathedral 


Workman Says He Hid Docu- 
ments in Metal Box 
in 1904. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 20.—Posterity 
has been robbed of a surprise by 
the confession of Fred Bower, el- 
derly stone mason, that before 
King Edward VII laid the founda- 
tion stone of the Liverpool Cathed- 
ral in 1904, he placed beneath it a 
sealed metal box containing  So- 
cialist newspapers and propaganda, 

According to Bower if, the ©u- 
thedral ever is demolished there 
will b@ found under the corner- 
stone, Sheree documents and coins 
laid there in accordance with tra- 
dition,*some Socialist pamphlets, in 
one of which are the words: 

“This ‘church was erected to 
commemorate the work of the un- 
employed carpenter, Jesus Christ. 
yet within its shadow there are 
slums unfit to house pigs. These 
will pass away in the light of edu- 
cation and you will be living in a 
better England through the efforts 
of us who are dead and gone.” 

Bower rounds out his story by 
saving that he told Philip Snowden, 
present Chancellor of the $xche- 
quer, at the time what “e had done 
and Snowden urged him to Kecp it 
secret until several tons of granite 
covered the box. Otherwise, 
Snowden § said, the authorities 
would have had it unearthed. 


STATE HIGHWAY PATROL 
BILL PASSED BY HOUSE 


Measure Defeated Friday Reconsid- 
ered and Carricd; Now Goes 
to the Governor. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 20.— 
The House today reconsidered the 
vote by which the State Highway 
Patrol bill failed of passage Fri- 
day and passed the measure, 89 to 
28. The bill had previously passed 
the Senate and now goes to the 
Governor who has indicated that 
he favors it. 

The bill provides for a bi-parti- 
san force of 115 patrolmen and 10 
captains under direction of the 
Governor to enforce traffic laws on 
State highways. 

The bill failed Friday chiefly be- 
cause of the light attendance of 
members. Since then its sponsors 
who include the Automobile Club 
of Missouri have been active in 
persuading Representatives to re- 
turn to the capital to pass it.

Knot Is Another Clew, 

Miss Teuber was a clerk in a 
5 and 10 cent store and her  fa- 
ther is a barber shop proprietor. 
She lived with her father and 
grandmother. Girls who were her 
friends at the store said she gave 
up her job Saturday night and told 
them she was going away, but re- 
fused to say where. 

At the scene of the tragedy po- 
lice gathered two clews. One was 
the double half-hitch knot ‘which 
bound the rope about the girl’s 
neck. The other was an army 
blanket with ‘the girl’s clothes, 
purse and a package containing a 
pair of hose she had purchased 
Saturday. 

The knot, police suid, apparently 
had been tied by someone familiar 
with handling rope. They suggest- 
ed it might have been tied by a 
sailor or one who had a sailor’s 
training. The blanket was closely 
scrutinized for some mark which 
might lead police to its owner. 

At the outset the case seemed as 
baffling as that of the kidnaping)} 
and slaying of 10-year-old Virginia 
Brooks, who disappeared from her 
home here in February and whose 
body was found 15 miles from the 
city a month later. However, po- 
lice found no link which might 
connect the crimes.

Percival Chubb Says Pur- 
pose Is ‘‘To Celebrate a 
Life’”’—String Choirs Fol-

DAIS OF STAGE 
COVERED BY LILIES 


Thousand Pay Last Hon- 
ors to Man Who for 36 
Years Was Assistant Con- 
ductor of Symphony. 


The note of lament was muted in 
funeral services for Federick 
Fischer today at the Odeon Thea- 
ter, attended by about 1000 of his 
admirers and friends. The cere- 
mony was set to the soaring ca- 
dence of his own rich life and its 
more than 40 years of leadership 
in musical St. Louis. 

Dais Covered With Lilies. 

Mr. Fischer, who was 63 years 
old, died Friday at De Paul Hos- 
pital after 36 years as assistant 
conductor of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orechestra. He is survived 
by his widow and a daughter. 

Above his casket, in the center 
aisle of the Odeon, was the dais, 
covered now with snowy lilies, 
where he had conducted many con- 
certs. There In 1921 he led the 


music for the funeral of Max Zach, 
director of the orchestra. 

A bright harmony of flowers ex- 
tended the entire width of the 
Stage. At the dais stood the emp- 
ty rack, and back of it a screen 
of palms behind which Max Stein- 
del led the string choirs of the 
orchestra grouped about the dais.

“The mystery of death, like the 
peace of death, passes all under- 
standing,” said Percival Chubb, 
leader of the Ethical Society, in 
the funeral address. “It is the 
mystery of life. 

“And it is the chord of life we 
would strike here today. We are 
here to celebrate a life. It would 
be false to the spirit of Frederick 
Fischer to pitch our leave-taking 
in a minor key. His very sick- 
ness was a meditation upon life. 
He was cheerful and indomitable 
to the last. He spoke not of death. 
He died planning. At the very 
end he insisted upon leaving his 
bed to view the world of his desire 
from the roof of his hospital. 

“So we check our grief in grati- 
tude for our friend’s contribution 
to life—only pausing a moment to 
extend our deep sympathy toward 
those who must face the vacant 
place in the bereft household. 
May their sorrow be lightened by 
the comfort of remembered happi- 
ness.”’ 

In his address, which followed 
a brief reading from the New Tes- 
tament, Mr. Chubb traced Mr. 
Fischer's career from “The Christ- 
mas day when, ag a lad of 18, he 
landed in our city with his bassoon 
and violin and the outfit of clothes 
bestowed by his German parents— 
with no money in his pocket and 
no English in his vocabulary—to 
take his place in the germinal or- 
chestra that was, with his help, to 
become our Symphony Orchestra. 
“Our Master Workman.” 

“Slowly he won his way to a 
position of leadership in the musi- 
cal undertakings that have ad- 
vanced our city. His history was 
the history of its best accomplish- 
ments. He remained our most 
faithful and reliable master work- 
man; the stay and prop of our 
musical forces; - always ready to 
lend his skillful and steady hand 
wherever he might be needed—and 
that most magnanimously. 

‘‘He is numbered with the build- 
ers of our city’s edifice of culture 
and we record here the city’s sense 
of high indebtedness to him and 
the city’s gratitude for his legacy.

The royal party is due in St. Paul 
late today. 

Prince a Publisher. 

An interview with Prince Svasti 
by newspaper correspondents 
aboard the train developed into a 
symposium on journalism, as the 
Prince discussed the Bankok Daily 
Mail, of which he is publisher. 
The Prince is father-in-law 
uncle of the King. 

Welcomed at the border station 
of Portal last night by emissaries 
of President Hoover and Secretary 
Stimson, the royal pair expressed 
gratification at their return to the 
United States, where they visited 
in 1924 while heirs apparent to the 
Oriental throne. 

The King chatted affably in 
zood English with the American 
emissaries, Richard Scuthgate and 
Stanley K. Hornbeck. and as he en- 
tered the United States issued a 
statement “exprescing his pleasure 
at the opportunity to renew ‘:>- 
quaintances in the United States. 

Greetings From Hoover. 

Southgate, who is acting chief 
of the Division: of International 
Conferences and Protocols, in ex- 
tending the greetings of President 
Hoover, said:

The President and Mrs. Hoover 
trust that your majesties’ stay in 
this country will in every way be 
enjoyable and they ask me to say 
that they are looking forward with 
the keenest anticipation to your 
majesties’ visit to Washington.” 

Statement by the King. 


Greetings were extended the 
American people in a statement by 
the King. 


‘“‘To come from Siam to the bor- 
der of the United States” he said, 
“is to approach the home of a 
friend where, seven years ago, the 
Queen and I spent many happy 
weeks,” the King saic. 

“I bring back a cordial recollec- 
tion of the courtesies shown to us 
on that occasion and I look for- 
ward to renewing associations then 
| formed, as well as to availing my- 
iself of the skill of your surgeons, 
whose mastery of medical science 
is renowned throughout the world. 

“We have sensed the underlying 
sympathy that has characterized 
the feelings of the people of this 
republic toward my country and at 
this threshold I would voice the 
reciprocal good will of the Siamese 
nation.” 

At Revelstoke, B. C., the King 
was photographed shaking hands 
with “Snappy” Donaldson, engineer 
who was at the throttle of the lo- 
comotive hauling the royal special. 

After his arrival in Washington, 
the King will go to New York to 
undergo an operation on his eye 
which is the purpose of his long 
trip to this country.

HAWK POINT BANK 
HELD UP BY TWO 
MEN, $2800 TAKEN

Robbers Get Inside Ca- 
shier’s Cage by Posing as 
Detective and Captured 
Check Forger. 


The Peonvle’s Bank of Hawk 
Point, Mo., on Highway No. 47, 40 
miles west of St. Charles, was 
robbed of about $2800 in cash to- 
day by two men who posed as a 
check forger and a detective to 
get into the cashier’s cage before 
they drew revolvers. Seven men 


and women were bound and forced 
to lie on the floor during the rob- 
bery. 

With a third man, who waited 
at the wheel of an automobile, the 
robbers arrived at the bank at 
9:20 a. m. One man walked in 
and tendered a check to Cashier 
R. H. Brown who was in the cage 
with his wife, 
the assistant cashier. 

Brown was examining the check 
when a secondg robber appeared at 
the window. 

“I'm justin time,” he said, flash- 
ing a badge under his lapel. “This 
man's a forger. I’ve been follow- 
ing him from St. Louis.” 

Before Brown could speak, the 
“detective” pushed his accomplice 
into the cage and closed the door 
behind them. Suspecting a ruse, 
Brown exclaimed, “I don’t want 
you fellows in here.”’ 

The “detective” whipped out 
revolver and said, “All right, then, 
stick ’em up.”’ 

One of the robbers took a posi- 
tion near the door, stopping five 
customers as they came in, while 
his accomplice worked leisurely in 


the cage. ‘“‘Give us 15 minutes and 
we'll be out of here,” Brown was 
told. 


Each of the customers was com- 
pelled to lie face down on the floor 
while their hands were tied with 
rope behind their backs. During 
the robbery one woman complained 
that her bonds were too tight and 
the robber apologized, gently loos- 
ening the rope. 

In the cage, Brown was ordered 
to put the silver in one sack and 
the paper money in another, which 
he did. When all the money was 
sacked, Mr. and Mrs. Brown were 
‘bound like the customers, gagged 
with handkerchiefs and left on the 
floor. 

Freeing himself a few seconds 
after the robbers departed, Brown 
ran out the back door to sound an 
alarm. No one outside the bank 
suspected a robbery was in prog- 
ress and a barber next door to the 
bank was the only person who ob- 
served the three men pull up at the 
bank in a green Ford roadster.

BERLIN WAR-MAIMED COMPLAIN 


Several Thousand Vetcrans Accuse 
Germany of Neglect.

BERLIN, April 20. Several 
thousand war-maimed veterans, 
some of them without arms, others 
hobbling on crutches or wheeled in 
invalid chairs, gathered yesterday 
to voice their grievances against 
what they termed was “neglect by 
the Government,” and especially to 
protest against threatened curtail- 
ment of their disability allowances. 

Speakers complained bitterly 
that Germany was “forgetting its 
debt to the disabled veterans” and 
they were being treated as “burden- 
some charges on society while large 
sums are being voted ror the con- 
struction of new cruisers.” Similar 
protest meetings also were held 
throughout the German provinces. 
Germany pays $325,000,000 a year 
to 2,250,000 veterans or their de- 
pendents.

stock with which they advanced tu 
Uraco, 40 miles from Tela. 

Trujillo, which has a population 
of about 4000, is in almost the ex- 
act center of the Northern Hon. 
duras coast. About 60 miles wes 
is La Ceiba, which has 10,000 in 
habitants. Nearly 75 miles farther 
West is Puerto Cortez. About mid- 
way between Puerto Cortezand La 
Ceiba is Tela, where, among other 
places, forces loyal to President 
Mejia Colindres were said to hav» 
beaten off an attack. Rebels head - 
ed by Roman Diaz were reported 
by radio to have attacked Tela yex- 
terday afternoon and after severe 
fighting. were repelled by Govern- 
ment troops commanded by Gen.

President of A. T. & T. in 
Associated Press Talk 
Says Progress Can’t Be 
Made Flying Backward. 


WISDOM OF MANY 
_ NEEDED TO ADVANCE 


Calls Machine-Age Over- 
production Better Than 
Depressions Caused by 
Lack of Supplies. 


Ey the Associated Press. | 

NEW YORK, April 20.—Walter 
S. Gifford, president. of the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co., 
speaking at the annual luncheon 
of the Associated Press, discussed 
the business depression in part as 
follows: : 

“I want to reaffirm my faith in 
the continued progress of our coun- 
try, in the common sense and abil- 
ity of its people,” he said. “In 
short, I want to reaffirm my faith 
in American democracy—political, 
social and economic—and to add 
that the experiences of this de- 
pression have done more to con- 
firm this faith than the experiences 
of the boom that preceded it. 

“As our industrial development 
proceeded we have added to polit- 
ical freedom and intellectual free- 
dom, freedom from economic want 
as one of our democratic objec- 
tives. I know that there are right 
now several million men and wom- 
en who want to work but are un- 
employed in this country. But as 
bitter a picture as tHat is, it does 
not change the fact that our in- 
dustrial civilization has brought us 
within sight of a democracy of 
well-being, and has crystallized our 
intention to see it accomplished. 

New Cause of Depression. 

‘Before machines added to man’s 
ability to produce, the cycles of 
depression were caused by under- 
production. Years came when 
there was not enough to go around 
-——when people died of cold, hun- 
zer and disease in such numbers 
that the world accepted Malthus’ 
theory. The condition of having

that has more of everything than 
it needs is, humanly speaking, a 
vast advance over having people 
without clothes, food or shelter in 
a country that has not enough of 
the essentials to go around. 

“In my opinion there is no use 
looking for any Napoleons to lead 
‘us on to economic Austerlitz—or to 
Waterloo. 

“We are going to go forward out 
of this valley as we have from 
others before by the democratic 
road—by the thought and efforts 


of thousands of intelligent, able 
people—by the wisdom of the 
many. 

“Whose depression is this: If, 


as has been said, a fundamental 
cause of it is greed, who are they 
that did not add their part to the 
picture? This is a democracy of 
blame as well as opportunity. We 
were all in it—flapper, financier, 
newspaperman and manufacturers, 
laborers and politicians. 
Wufus Bird Theory. 

“We have with us those who want 
to return to the good old times. 
They are of the order of the wufus 
birds. As you know these interest- 
ing birds fly backward to keep the 
wind out of their eyes and they 
are not interested in where they 
are going, but only in where they 
have been. 

“And then there are those who 
shout from the housetops that if 
we do not take their particular 
medicine the Bolsheviks will get 
us. These folks, unlike the wufus 
birds, want to go =somewhere. 
They want us to progress but they 
want us to progress from terror 
rather than by conviction. These 
people are wrong. 

“Neither our ambitions nor our 
imaginations are dead and we in- 
tend to go much further forward 
from where we are now or even 
from where we were just before 
this depression, and we shall do it 
by Our own particular methods. 

“Are we getting anywhere? I 
think so. 

“We like to see wage scales 
maintained—we are committed to 
the theory of a high standard of 
living for all. In no other cycle 
of this kind have wages ever been 
maintained as they have in this. 
It is true all wage scales have not 
been maintained. Although the 
present scale of wages would he 
equivalent to a large increase if 
commodity prices and the cost of 
living should stay down, we ought, 
lI. believe, to make every effort .to 
maintain the wage scale. 

“I believe in the common sense 
and ability of the American people 
and I have, therefore, no fears of 
the present or the future. The 
immediate present, statisticians of 
the telephone company tell" me, 
show signs of improvement. 

“The mastéry of depression is 
one of the challenges ahead of us. 
Let us continue to attack it.”

Statement by Stimson. 


Secretary of State Stimson said 
today: “The situation in Honduras 
is different from that in Nicaragua 
and there is apparently a revolu- 
tionary movement against the 
Honduran Government.” 

“The American forces will limit 
themselves to making provisions 
for the safety of American lives 
and property in the coast towns,” 
he said. 

The Secretary added there was 
no indication that the trouble in 
Honduras was in any way connect- 
ed with recent outlaw depredations 
in Eastern Nicaragua. On the other 
hand, it had been known for some 
trime that a dangerous economic 
and labor situation was developing 
along the banana-producing coast 
of Honduras, which might break 
out into revolutionary or other dis- 
orders. 

The Secretary made public State 
Department figures showing that 
there were 1252 American citizens 
at the last count fn the four prin- 
cipal ports affected by the revolu- 
tion, 372 at Puerto Cortez, 333 at 
Tela, 247 at Puerto Castilia and 
300 at Celba. 

The Unemployment a Factor. 
Virtually all of these were em- 
ployes of the three big American 
fruit interests—United Fruit Co., 
Standard Fruit & Steamship Co., 
Cuyamel Fruit—or members of 
their families, 

William C, Dufour, counsel for 
the Standard Fruit & Steamship 
Co., said he had been advised Gen. 
Ierrera does not intend to harm 
any foreigners or to damage their 
property more than is absolutcly 
necessary. Ferrera’s activity, Du- 
four said, was directly solely 
against the Honduran Government. 
Ferrera is one of the best known 
Generals in the country. He led 
an unsuccessful revolt in 1924 and 
is understood to have aligned him- 
self with neither the Liberal party 


of President Colindres nor the op- 
posing Nationalista group. The 
strength of the two parties has 
deadtocked the Legislature, and 


the Liberal Cabinet resigned re- 
cently because of denunciations of 
its economic policies. 

The trouble was credited prin- 
cipally to unemployment. Dr. Jose 
R. Duron, head of the Nicaraguan 
National Health Department, said 


there were between 30,000 and 
40,000 jobless along the north 
coast of his country. He was in 
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Washington for the Pan-American 
conference of health directors and 
predicted an early suppression of 
the uprising. 


U. S. and Other Foreigners Report- 
ed in No Danger. 


By the Associated Press. 
BOSTON, April 20.—Americans 


and foreigners of all nationalities 
were reported in no danger as a 
result of the Honduran revolt, in 
an announcement issued today by 
the United Fruit Co. 

“Our advices indicate sporadic 
uprisings at various points on the 
north coast of Honduras,” said the 
announcement. “Every considera- 
tion thus far has been shown in 
treatment of Americans and all 
foreigners. We have no reports 
indicating any danger to foreign 
men, women and children at any 
point. At all stations operated by 
us, United Fruit Co. ships are 
standing by as a_ precautionary 
measure, but it is not anticipated 
that it will be necesary for them 
to evacuate American op other 
citizens.” 


Mexico City Links Activities of 
Ferrera = Sandino.

MEXICO CITY, April 20.—Belie? 


that the revolution in Honduras is 
related with the operations of tne 
insurgents under - Augustino San- 
dino in Nicaragua gained ground 
today among observers of Central 
American politics here. 

It was pointed out in Mexico’s 
large colony of Central American 
students and political refugees that 
Gen. Gregorio Ferrera, head of 
the revolutionary movement in 
Honduras, is a pronounced enemy 
of American intervention activities, 
sharing Sandino’s views in this re- 
gard. 

Ferrera was in Mexico a year 
ago and is well known here. He is 
of pure Indian blood and has a 
large following among the laborers 
on the large American banana 
plantations of the north coast of 
Honduras. 

Dr. Jesus- Castro, Honduran 
Charge d’Affaires here, who re- 
cently returned from a visit to 
Tegucigalpa, said that President 
Mejia Colindres’ refusal to admit 
Ferrera into his Cabinet was the 
probable cause of the revolution. 
He did not know whether there 
was any connection between Fer- 
rera and Sandino, although it is 
known that Ferrera some time ago 
was endeavoring to get into goon- 
tact with the Nicaraguan rebel 
chief. 

Even though the Indian work- 
men follow Ferrera blindly, how- 
ever, the general opinion here is 
that his movement will fail, as 
President Mejia has an influential 
backing and a well trained army at 
his disposal. — 

Heavy U. S. Investment. 

Honduras, center of the banana 
production of Central America, has 
the largest total American in- 
vestments of any of the Central 
American republics. Department 
of Commerce publications show 
American investment in the coun- 
try in 27 different Nnes total $71,- 
485,000. They are divided into 
three classes with agriculture, 
manufacture and selling agencies 
having a total investment of $39,- 
738,000; communication lines and 
transportation, including railroads 
$26,086,000, and mining and smelt- 
ing companies $5,661,000.

that a firm of certified public ac- 
countants shall determine how 
much above 90 per cent employes 
should receive. 

The union's opposition 
plan is based on several points, 
chief of which is, “that it is unfair 
to divert a portion of employes’ 
wages to maintenance and op- 
erating channels.” Nelson de- 
clared the present management of 
the company has sought consist- 
ently to pay its employes a lower 
wage. He pointed to the eight- 
year period under aé_ée receiver, 


to the 


which was,marked by the ab- 
sence of labor disputes. 
“Perfumed” Wage Cut. 
“The present attempt to lower 


wages apparently has been well 
perfumed,” Nelson said. ‘The 
thorn in the side of the manage- 
ment appears to be the necessity 
for paying its employes. The com- 
pany apparently will not be satis- 
fied until workers can live on grass 
and dress in leaves. 

The company has 4800 employes, 
of whom 3500 are members of the 
union, trainmen are paid on an 
hourly scale varying from 52 cents 
for new men to 76 cents an hour 
for Operators of one-man cars and 
busses. The base scale is grad- 
uated over a period of four years, 
with 69 cents as the top wage for 
trainmen working as regular two- 
man crews. Union leaders point 
out the top wage in Detroit and 
Chicago is 78 cents an hour. 

On the basis of the $9,000,000 
annual payroll, six months’ wages 
would be $4,500,000. If earnings 
over the period proposed were such 
that nothing in addition to the 90 
per cent guaranteed to employes 
could be paid, the wage cut would 
amount to $450,000. 

Clarke states in his proposal that 
the company is confident that at 
the end of the six months’ period 
earnings will have increased, due 
to general business revival, to such 
an extent that there will be no dif- 
ficulty in paying 100 per cent of 
wages. 

Obviously, the union, on the one 
hand, the company on the other, 
take a different view of what con- 
stitutes the company’s “profits.” 
The company refers to profits as 
net income remaining after the 
payment of (1) operating costs, 
and (2) fixed charges, interest on 
funded debt—bonds, that is—and 
interest on bank loans and other 
notes and says there is no such 
profit that even the fixed charges 
have not been earned this year. 

The company’s last annual re- 
port to stockholders listed its “to- 
tal funded debt” as $25,759,875. 
In addition to that obligation there 
is a $10,000,000 bank loan due Oc- 
tober next, the interest on which is 
also a fixed charge, making for 
practical purposes a total debt car- 
rying fixed charges of $35,759,875.

FOUND GUILTY IN 
ATLANTA GRAFI 


Six Sentenced to Chain 
Gang as Result of 17- 
Month Crusade — Nine 
Others to Be Tried.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 20.— 


Eleven former city officials and 
the business partner of one of 
them stood convicted today of va- 
rious charges of municipal graft as 
result of a 17-month-old crusade 
conducted by the Fulton “ounty 


Solicitor-General. 

Preparations are under way to 
try nine other former municipal 
officers on similar charges, and to 
press additional cases against some 
of those already convicted. Five 
other citizens likewise face various 
graft charges. 

Of the 12 convicted, six are un- 
der sentence of both fines and 
chain-gang terms, but so far only 
former Councilman Harry York 
and his business associate, Jack 
White, are actually serving sen- 
tences, each of five years. Six of 
the convicted were sentenced to 
pay fines ranging from $250 to 
$1000 or chain-gang terms. 

There have been six acquittals 
and one nolle prosse. 

The allegations of municipal 
graft have centered chiefly around 
Walter C. Taylor, former City 
Clerk, who is appealing the chain- 
gang sentences of three years and 
$2000 fines on convictions of brib- 
ery. Of those convicted seven were 
Councilmen or Aldermen and the 
testimony of the State alleged they 
accepted varying sums of money 
for approving municipal contracts. 


WALKER SENDS GOVERNOR 
HIS ANSWER TO CHARGES 


New York Mayor Also Replies to 
Attack on Personal Life; Calls 
for Disinfecting Squad.

NEW YORK, April 20.—Mayor 
Walker today sent to Gov. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt at Albany his re- 
ply to charges made against his ad- 
ministration.

The statement said that, “owing 
to the condition of my health and 
necessity for rest, the manifold re- 
quirements of city business and the 
dignity of my office, I have ignored 
the unfounded and slanderous per- 
sonal attacks that have been run- 
ning in the gossip gazettes. No one 
was expected to belieWe them, and 
no one did. 

“But when a body that enjoyed 
the respect of us all, like the Na- 
tional Republican Club, employs 
this means of creating internal dis-, 
sent in the Democratic party, it 
seems time to call out the disin- 
fecting squad.” 

Walker said the National Repub- 
lican Club Committee had “no con- 
structive program, no civic pride, 
and no regard for the fair name 
of the city,” and its action was of-

P. S. Co, Head Explains 10 Per Cent Wage Cut 
Proposal—Employes Demand That 
Notice Be Withdrawn. 


The Public Service Co., in a letter to employes, has suggested 
a 10 per cent wage reduction, contingent upon earnings, for a period 


of six months, 


The carmen’s union, notified that its wage contract 


would be terminated May 19, made written reply in opposition to 


wage reductions. 


The text of the street car com- 
pany’s letter to its employes fol- 
lows: 


Dear Employe: 

I am writing you to inform 
you fully and accurately of the 
facts regarding the notice our 
company has sent to the officers 
of its union employes with re- 
spect to wages, because all em- 
ployes, whether they belong to 
the union or not, are affected. 


The plan simply is this: It 
applies to myself and all other 
officers, as well as you. Pres- 
ent working conditions and scale 
of wages will be continued, ex- 
cept that 10 per cent of wages 
of all of us each month will be 
dependent upon whether the 
company has enough money to 
pay the 10 per cent after meet- 
ing its interest on indebtedness, 

Ninety per cent of wages at 
the present rate will be paid each 
pay day. As soon as possible 
after the end of the month, 
auditors will determine how 
much is left after meeting in- 
terest. If this remainder is 
equivalent to 65 per cent of 
wages, then, employes will re- 
ceive the 5 per cent, in addition 
to the 90 per cent they already 
have received. If 10 per cent 
remains, employes will receive 
the 10 per cent. Whatever por- 
tion of this 10 per cent 1s earned, 
the employes will get every dol- 
lar. 


In any event, stockholders will 
receive nothing in any month un- 
til wages of employes have been 
met 100 per cent for that month. 
Moreover, an outside, reputable 
firm of certified accountants 
will be employed to determine 
just how much does remain 
toward payment of a 100 per 
cent wage. 


What is this interest on in- 
debtedness and why is it so im- 
portant that it must be paid? 

It is simple to understand. 
Suppose that Motorman Bill 
Smith and Conductor John Jones 
should buy a grocery, paying 
$6000 for it. They invest $3000 
of their own savings and borrow 
$3000, giving a mortgage on the 
store. 


Suppose business is not so good 
for awhile. Suppose it is so bad 
that Bill and John earn nothing 
on the $3000 they invested. But, 
however bad usiness may be, 
Bill and John know good and 
well that they must pay the in 
terest on that mortgage or else 
—well, the man who loaned 
them the $3000 just takes the 
Store and Bill and John lose the 
whole shootin’-match, including 
the $3000 of their own. 


It is just the same with our 
company. The stockholders of 
our company, the Bills and 
Johns, are receiving nothing on 
what they invested and we are 
having a hard time collecting 
enough fares to pay the interest 
on the mortgage. If we don’t pay 
it—well, we are in the same pre- 
dicament as Bill and John—we 
are bankrupt. 

During the first three months 
of 1931 we have not collected 
enough fares to pay interest. We 
have cut expenses to the bone 
and still there is not enough to 
pay interest. 


It is too bad that wr cannot 
assure employes that they will 
get 100 per cent of their wage at 
present rates, but that interest 
must be paid. Still, there is a 
saving feature. We all know that 
the cost of living has come down 
some. In fact, if we do not in 
any month receive more than 90 
per cent of our present wage— 
and it is unlikely that business 
will get that bad—we still will 
have as much. buying power as a 
year ago because prices have 
come down, 


Suppose I give you a concrete 
example of the plan, If it had 
been in effect during the first 
three months of this year, em- 
ployes would have received 95% 


ruary and full 100 per cent in 
March. 

There are other things the 
company could do, of course. We 
could take off carg and other- 
wise reduce service. We do not 
want to do that. We want to 
keep street car service in St. 
Louis the best of any large city 
in the country. And if we cut 
service, that would mean the 
laying off of numbers of em- 
ployes. We prefer to keep all 
employes at work if we can, even 
if it means that each employe re- 
ceives a few dollars less. We 
do not want, more unemployed 
people in St, Louis than there 
are now, particularly our fellow 
employes. 

I hope it will not be necessary 
to continue the plan for more 
than a six months’ period. I 
hope that business will be better 
and that our income will pay 
100 per cent of wages every 
month, 

Have I made the plan clear? 
Our board of directors have 
agreed to #. They are willing to 
do without any return on their 
investment during hard times. I 
guess we can help a little, par- 
ticularly if it means keeping 
more of us at work.

Reply of Carmen’s Union to Com- 
pany’s Proposal. 

The text of the carmen’s union 
reply to the street car company 
follows: 

Mr. Stanley Clark, 

President of Public Service Co., 
39th and Park Avenue, 

St. Louis, Missouri. 

Gentlemen: 

We greatly regret that you 
have seen fit to give notice to 
our Street Car Men’s Union of 
your desire to terminate the 
wages and working conditions 
contract existing between us. We 
earnestly hope that you will 
withdraw that notice. 

The main purpose of your no- 
tice, as heretofore expressed 
verbally by your president, is to 
cut our wages. The Missouri 
Public Service Commission after 
a protracted wage arbitration, in 
its award of June, 1929, in sub- 
stance said that the wages re-

WORLD FAIR ART SAVED 
AGAIN FROM AUCTION 


Owner Wires Part of Storage 
Fee on Objects Exhibited 
Here in 1904. 


A reproduction of the marble 
interior of a Turkish palace and @ 
collection of Oriental art objects 
which were shown at the World’s 


Fair in St. Louis in 1904 were 
saved from the auction block for 
the third time today as they were 
about to be sold for storage 
charges. They have been gathering 
dust in a warehouse. 

General Warehouse Co. had ad- 
vertised that the objects would be 
sold tomorrow to the highest bid- 
der, but today the owner, Morico 
Benguiat, a New York art dealer, 
telegraphed a payment on the 
storage charges and the sale was 
called off. Twice before Bengulat 
has halted sale of the collection by 
last-minute action. 

The warehouse company was not 
optimistic about the prospect for a 
good sale. Demand for marble 
Turkish palaces has been rather 
light recently and the company 
knew of no dealers who were 
planning to bid. 

Benguiat, who with his father, 
Hadji Ephraim Benguiat, spon- 
sored the exhibition of the palace 
and the art collection at the 
fair, told officers of the warehouse 
company when the auction wag 
first proposed two years ago that 
the value of the exhibit ran well 
into six figures. 

The collection includes interior 
decorations, casements, doors, fur- 
niture, firearms, swords, utensils 
and costumes. There are rugs, 
paintings and articles of Oriental 
craftsmanship in bronze, copper 
and precious metals.

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FIGHTS LIFE SENTENCE 
AND GETS ONLY 5 YEAR 


Tannery Robber Pleads -Guilty 
After Once Refusing 10- 
Year Term.. 


Elmer Schneider, former convict, 
who in 1928 was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for participation in 
a $350 robbery, but who had the 
case reversed and remanded for 
new trial on appeal, today pleaded 
guilty to the charge and was sen- 
tenced to five years in the pen- 
itentiary. , 


He made his plea before Circuit 
Judge Ryan and also pleaded guil-. 
ty of carrying a concealed weapon. 
For the latter crime he received a 
concurrent term of two years. 

Schneider was one of those who 
robbed the Nicklin Tannery Co., 
409 South Second street, on Aug. 
13, 1927. Early in 1928, after he 
had refused to accept a 10-year 
sentence if he would plead guilty, 
a jury failed to agree on his guilt. 
Two months later, another jury 
gave him the life sentence as a 
habitual offender. He appealed to 
the Supreme Court of Missouri, 
which last June reversed the ver- 
dict and sent the case back to trial 
court, because.the necessary proof 
had not been adduced that he had 
been discharged from prison after 
punishment for earlter offenses. 

Although Schneider was Classi- 
fied as a habitual offender, who 
should be imprisoned for life, the 
Circuit Attorney felt it desirable to 
accept his guilty plea and give a 
comparatively short sentence, be- 
cause it is axiomatic that time and 
repetition weaken prosecution of 
criminal cases. 

Schneider had served 34 months 
in jail and the penitentiary in con- 
nection with the robbery charge 
and the Circuit Attorney’s office 
calculated that this was the equiva- 
lent of time he would actually 
serve under a five-year sentence. 
Accordingly, .the prosecutor was 
willing to agree to a_ sentence of 
only five years under the plea of 
guilty. Schneider previously has 
been convicted of three felonies. 

Edward Taylor and Joseph 
Buschman also were convicted of 
the tannery robbery and got life 
terms under the habitual offender 
law. O'Dell Slattery, a Negro 
working in a blacksmith shop near 
the tannery, was the principal wit- 
ness against Taylor. He was kid- 
naped and killed before the others 
were tried, but his testimony tak- 
en in a preliminary hearing was 
read at the trials of Schneider and 
Buschman. é‘ 


FARRELL TO RETIRE IN 1933

BY U, S. STEEL PENSION PLAN 


Stockholders Adopt Proposal First 
Advocated by President of 
Corporation. 


By the Associated Press. 
HOBOKEN, N. J., April 20.— 


Stockholders of the United States 
Steel Corporation today adopted the 
proposed pension plan under which 
Jamgs A. Farrell, president, and 
for several years a leading figure 
in the steel industry, would auto- 
matically retire on reaghing the 
age of 70, or in 1933. 

Farrell was the first to advocate 
the new plan before the annual 
stockholders meeting today, point- 
ing out that the old plan had been 
unsatisfactory. 

Myron C. Taylor, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, said he and 
Farrell had spent considerable time 
in perfecting the new plan. 

“Tl think that the pension plan 
is the greatest thing that this cor- 
poration has done with the respect 
to the welfare of its men in the 
history of the corporation,” Farrell 
said. 

Compensation under the new 
plan will be materially greater 
than it was under the old arrange- 
ment. 

Taylor said it had been.decided 
that the directors and finance com- 
mittee have the right to retire an 
official between the ages of 65 
and 70. 

Speaking on the employes’ prof- 
it-sharing plan, Taylor said that it 
calls for payments from net income 
after depletion and depreciation, 
and when this net income exceeded 
$100,000,000 annually. Since the 
plan was organized in 1921, ap- 
proximately 60 per cent had been 
distributed actually in cash, the 
balance invested in U. 8. Steel com- 
mon stock at the prevailing mar- 
ket price. He said that during the 
10 years from 1921 until 1931, dis- 
tributions have been made annual- 
ly except in 1921 and 1922, and the 
avearge distributed during the 
eight years amounted to $3,112,168.

Grammarians have come to 
blews—purely atmospheric—but 
not to conclusions, as to the so- 
lution.

“The Xth Olympiad Games,” an 
expression which stepped on the 
rules of syntax and other things 
severely. The fact is that Olym- 
piad is a noun and not an ed- 
jective. as a professor of En- 

glish at Princeton pointed out. 
Tt Was suggested that a more 
correct expression would be 
“The Games of the Ath Olym- 
piad.”’ 

But here enters the historian 
with a question of fact. Is it 
the tenth Olympiad? Let us see. 
An Olympiad is “a four-year 
period between two successive 
celebrations of Olympic Games,” 
according to the dictionary and 
history 

But there have been only 
NINE intervals or Olympiads 
since the Olympic revivals began 
in 18836 and the periods of these 
intervals have been most irreg- 
ular, and therefore not strictly 
“Olympiads.” For example, in a 
space of five years THREE 
Clympic Games celebrations 
were held namely, in 19094, 
1996 and 1998. 

On another occasion the Olym- 
piad was stretched into eight 
vears, Dy the World War, there 
being no contests between 1912 
and 1929. 

Which kicks the true meaning 
of Olympiad right in the slack; 
it also mahies us doubt wheth- 
er we have any right whatever, 
technically speaking. to apply 
the word Olympiad to _ the 
games.

LING MEN DISCUSS 


Plan Proposed at Annual Con- 
ference Is Increased Use 
of Galvanized Materials. 


The American Zinc Institute, 
composed of miners, smelters and 
fabricators of zinc, opened its 
three-day annual meeting today at 
Hotel Statler and began considera- 
tion of two problems facing the in- 
dustry. 

The first of these is the improve- 


establishment of a marked stand- 
ard for galvanized sheets contain- 
ing more than 1.75 ounces of zinc 
per square foot of steel. Such a 
standard, similar to one adopted by 
Canadian manufacturers, would in- 
sure the purchaser of definite and 
durable service, J. D. Conover, sec- 
retary of the institute, said. 

The second problém is the wid- 
ening of the market by promoting 
the use of galvanized materials. 
Galvanizing represents the process 
of coating iron or steel with zinc. 
When<«the institute was organized 
in 1918, the zinc industry was 
booming, but production today is 
about 50 per cent of normal, Con- 
over said. 

Establishment of a _ definite 
standard for galvanized roofing, 
Conover said, would enable the 
purchaser to tell by the stamp the 
percentage of the zinc coating, 
making it possible for him to ob- 
tain roofing that would guarantee 
satisfactory service.

Rule to Apply to Factories and Collective 
Farms—Loans to Industry to Be Made 
on Contracts, Not Plans. _ 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, April 20.—Russia’s 


communist Government, in the 


hope of speeding up production, is 
dropping the principle of equal 
wages and is instituting piece work, 
generally associated with capitalis- 
tic systems. 

Under a new wage system to be 
introduced in factories, plants, col- 
lective farms, mines, railroads and 
the like May 1 the wages of work- 
ers will not be based on the com- 
munistic theory of equal division, 
but the capitalistic idea of reward- 
ing individual efforts on a basis of 
skill and ability. 

The new system will be called 
“Khozrachiot,” which means liter- 
ally “economic accounting,” and 
as interpreted in the Government 
decree means that the affected in- 
dustries henceforth must take the 
responsibility of fulfilling contracts 
and adjusting wages without inter- 
ference from trade unions. 

Example of Tractor Factory. 

The Stalingrad Tractor factory, 
where chaotic conditions now pre- 
vail, is cited as an example of the 
new system. The factory must con- 
tract with the State Collective 
Farms for so many tractors at an 
agreed price. If factory produc- 
tion continues to slump wages will 
be cut, but if output increases 
wages and bonuses will be in- 
creased proportionately. Piece 
work will be introduced, it Is un- 
derstood, there and elsewhere. 

Under the new system if the 
farm or factory fails to carry out 
its contract court suits may be 
brought and the losers subjected to 
heavy penalties for damages, Su- 
perintendents would be demoted 
and various privileges of workers 
would be curtailed. 

The State Bank, or Finantial 
Department, will play an impor- 
tant part. 

Change in Credit Policy. 

Heretofore the bank issued 
credit to industrial bodies on a ba- 


sis of their material and financial 
plans. Under the recent ruling this 
system entirely changes the basis 
for financing factories. Credit is 
based on agreements or contracts 
between factories and their custo- 
mers. In this way advancing of 
credits is made directly dependent 
on execution of concrete business 
transactions. 

Wages of coal miners and rail- 
road workers generally are in- 
creased on an average of about 6 
per cent, dependent on the quality 
of work done. 

It is admitted that the new 
scheme involves an increase in ac- 
counting and bookkeeping, which 
already is a voluminous task. . 

An order by the Commissariat 
of Foreign Trade, published today, 
forbids all Soviet importing organi- 
zations and trade representatives 
abroad to buy any Canadian goods 
or tO use any Canadian shipping. 
The order was given in reply to 
the Canadian Government’s em- 
bargo against Soviet-made goods. 


Canada Has Embargo on Russian 
Lumber, Coal, Fur. 
By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, Can., April 20.—The 
embargo placed by Russia against 
Canadian goods today was not un- 
expected here. 

Six weeks ago action was taken 
by the Canadian Government to 
exclude imports of Russian coal, 
lumber and timber, wood pulp, as- 
bestos and fur. Between $1,000,- 
000 and $2,000,000 worth of Cana- 
dian trade will be affected. The 
item most seriously affected, will 
be agricultural implements. 


Austria Lifts Embargo on Eggs 
from Russia. 
By the Associated Press, 

VIENNA, April 20.—Austria’s 
prohibition against Russian eggs 
was lifted yesterday by the minis- 
terial conference after the Soviet 
Minister had threatened to with- 
draw instantly Russian orders for 

2,500,000 worth of machinery. 


40-HOUR RAIN IN ITALY; 
HEAVY CROP DAMAGE FEARED 


Snow in Switzerland and North- 
west Europe With Gales on 
English Channel,

ROME, April 20.—Heavy crop 


damage is feared from a 40-hour 


rain, averaging nearly two inches, 
which has fallen over the western 
part of Central and Southern Italy. 

The Agricultural Institute said 
today that fruit was certain to 
have suffered, but that. immediate 
good weather might mitigate the 
damage to grain. The rain began 
Friday night and fell steadily until 
8 a. m, today. Many rivers and 
creeks are high. but no serious 
flood damage is reported.

LONDON, April 20.—There was 
heavy snow in Switzerland and 
northwesgern sections of the con- 
tinent tdaay: gales whipped up the 
English Channel and gave mail- 
boats a rough crossing; airkplanes 
were held up at Le Bouget and 
Croydon shipping was driven to 
harbors along the north coast of 
France. 

In the London area rain fell all 
day, and cold weather, such as has 
not been 1ecorded here in 15 years 
at this season kept city dwellers at 
their firesides. " There was hail in 
many parts of Southern England.

MEXICO CITY, April 20.—Hun- 
dreds of peasant families near 
Guadalupe, Chihuahua, have been 
left homeless by a cloudburst, and 
hailstorm which destroyed houses 
and crops over a wide area. A mes- 
sage accompanying a request for 
Federal aid said the peasants were 
without shelter and facing starva- 


tion.

°9—Six kulaks (rich peasants) 
were sentenced to be shot and 10 
others, including a woman, were 
sentenced to imprisonment from 
three to 10 years yesterday for 
counter - revolutionary activities. 
The crowded courtroom received 
the verdict with loud applause. 

The convicted kulaks had started 
an intensive campaign against the 
Government, one of them had been 
elected president of their commun- 
rty and another secretary. The 
Government learned of their ac- 
tion and immediately arrested the 
16 leaders of the movement.

FINDS FOREIGN TREND TO 
‘INTENSIFIED PROTECTION’ 


Commerce Department Chief Re- 
ports on World Effects of the 
Depression,

WASHINGTON, April 20. — A 

trend toward “intensified protec- 

tion and restrictive nationalism,” 


was noted yesterday by Henry 
Chalmers, chief of the foreign 
tariff division of the Commerce De- 
partment,’ in a review of foreign 


tariffs and trade-control move- 
ments during 1930. 
Chalmers said: “The economic 


depression that affected almost the 
entire world during 1930 has been 
a dominant influence in the trend 


foreign countries in the past year.” 
Little success was ascribed to ef- 
forts of several groups of coun- 
tries for closer economic co-oper- 
ation up to the end of 1930. 
The majority of tariff changes 
and other measures for control of 
international trade adopted by the 
various foreign countries seem, he 
termed, an “expression of a sense 
of an increased tension in interna- 
tional competition and of a sharp- 
er spirit of economic nationalism.” 
The majority of European tariff 
measures, he said, were aimed at 
aiding agriculture producers in 
meeting foreign competition, par- 
ticularly from Russia. In Latin- 


America, anxiety over the foreign | 


exchange’ situation led = several 
countries to curtail imports. Orien- 
tal countries, particularly Japan, 
found themselves needing revenue 
and revised duties upward to ob- 
tain funds.

POPE IN SECOND INAUGURATION 
OF VATICAN RADIO STATION 


First One of Faith, New One of 
Science, Pontiff Points Out 
in Talk 


By the Associated Press. 
VATICAN CITY, April 20.—Pope 


Pius spoke for the second time 
from the new Vatican City radio 


station yesterday when he blessed 
the modern facilities afforded him 
by the station. The Pontiff’s talk 
followed the first of a series of 
brief discussions of scientific top- 
ics by members of the Pontifical 
Academy. 

“It is with great pleasure that I 
proceed with the second inaugura- 
tion of the Vatican radio station, 
the first being an inauguration of 
faith while the second is an inaug- 
uration of science,” the Pope said. 
“Of both faith and science the only 
altar is God. Therefore, the Vati- 
can Council has been able to pro- 
claim that there is no contradic- 
tion between faith and science. 

“New members of the academy 
have given us an occasion to ap- 
preciate the duties and harmonies 
which are derived from this union 
of science and faith. We are 
thankful, and it is in contempla- 
tion of these two universes, natur- 
al and supernatural, that we im- 
part to you and your noble works 
our apostolic blessings.” 

Others who spoke included Fa- 
ther Gianfranceschi, director of the 
station, who discussed the action of 
radio waves of the Vatican’s sta- 
tion; Prof. Anile, who told of the 
origin of languages, and Prof. Na- 
vas, who lectured on Oriental in- 
sects. 


GOVERNORS’ PARLEY TO BAR 
CONTROVERSIAL SUBJECTS 


National Problems Will Be Avoided 
Except Where They Affect 
State Interests. 

By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 20. — No 
controversial subjects will be dis- 
cussed at the conference of Gover- 


nors, to be held at French Lick, 
Ind., June 1, 2 and 3. National 
problems will be avoided except in 
such cases as they affect state in- 
terests. 

Gov. Norman S. Case of Rhode 
Island, chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Governors’ Con- 
ference, said last night the tenta- 
tive program had been arranged. 

Four general subjects are to be 
considered. They are: Excessive 
costs of local governments; land 
utilization and state planning, mo- 
tor safety, and excessive duties and 
responsibilities. 

“The Governors’ Conference 
makes it a rule,” Gov. Case said, 
“to discuss state rather than na- 
tional problems, except where na- 
tional problems affect state inter- 
ests. Inasmuch as the chief object 
of the conference is the exchange 
of ideas and experiences, so far as 
possible controversial subjects will 
be avoided. The conference never 
j eaente any resolutions and never 
attempts to commit or bind ‘any of 
its members by vote to any pol- 
icy.”

Sherwood Eddy, former Asiatic 
secretary of the Y. M. C. A., ad- 
dressed Washington University 
students, in Graham Memorial 
Chapel today, on “The Present 
World Situation.” He told of an 
interview with Stalin, Dictator of 


Russia, in which Eddy asked why 
free speech was not permitted. 
Stalin’s reply, he said, was: 

“People don’t believe what they 
choose, but what they are told. 
We propose to tell them.’ 

Speaking of Russia's undertak- 
ing as “an experiment in social 
justice by compulsion,” Eddy said: 

‘Greater evil, and greater good, 
will come out of Russian than 
came out of the French Revolution. 
The denial of liberty is a gigantic 
evil, the condition being sometimes 
a tyranny and sometimes a terror. 
But the passion for social justice 
is a challenging lesson. 

Building a New World. 

“The highest official of the 
Communist party (this would be 
Stalin) though the speaker did not 
name him) said they were building 
not a new Russia, but a new 
world. 

‘In Russia three jobs hunt for 
One man, and there is no child la- 
bor. If the leaders of the poorest

PUTS EXPLOITERS OF “ABOR 
IN CLASS WITH GANGCTERS 


The Rev. Joseph Husslein, 8. J., 
professor of sociology at St. Louis 


University, declared in a radio talk 
yesterday there is no distinction be- 
tween “the gangster who shoots in 
cold blood and the employer who 
defrauds man or woman of the 
wage necessary for livelihood.” 

“Scripture calls them brothers 
and labels them alike as men of 
blood,” he said. 

Father Husslein referred to the 
labor encyclical of Pope Leo XIII 
which holds that the laborer is 
entitled to a wage sufficient to sup- 
port him “in reasonable and frugal 
comfort.”

The Queen is leaving for Forn- 
tainebleau tomorrow and Alfonso 
will join her and their children 
when he comes back from London. 
These arrangements were disclosed 
today by the Duke of Miranda, 

King Signed No Document. 

Alfonso signed no document 
whatsoever except his own mani 
festo of farewell to his people when 
he went into exile, the Duke told 
newspaper men today, 

“The King left voluntarily,” he 
said, “‘making no official state. 
ment except that contained in hi. 
manifesto.” 

The statement was received with 
particular interest, as there has 
been considerable speculation as to 
whether the republican leaders in 
Madrid permitted the King to 
leave the country without signing 
some declaration concerning the 
renunciation of the royal rights.

Why Change Our Police System? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE home rule police bill for St. Louls 

is a stick of dyncmite in more ways 
than one. The grand jury of June, 1929, 
composed of a representative group of 
citizens, made an cxhaustive investigation 
of the Police Department. The grand 
jury’s report highly commended the 
Governors of Missouri in their appoint- 
ments to the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. The report commended the 
commissioners, also the Chief of Police 
and the pérsonnel of the Police Depart- 
ment. On the whole, the grand jury’s 
report reflects the sentiments of the gen- 
eral public, civic associations and busi- 
ness. 

Our Police Department, under its pres- 
ent system of operation, has solved its 
own problems and adjusted its operations 
to meet the ever-increasing efficiency of 
organized crime. 

New laws, prohibition, increased pop- 
ulation, traffic, etc., are some of the 
conditions confronting our limited police 
organization. A comparison of figures 
may prove interesting. Total arrests in 
1907 were about 30,000, total arrests in 
1929 exceeded 126,000. In 1907, the old 
Broadway traffic squad was composed of 
28 men. Today, traffic, public schools, 
large public meetings and daily street 
traffic require 170 men, - Auto licenses 
in 1907 numbered 1529, today they ex- 
ceed 160,000. Two‘huntred miles of 
etreets and alleys have been created 
and the — has increased approx- 
imately 200,000. During the last 22 
years, the police force has been increased 
only 167 men, or approximately 11 per 
cent, and yet it is rated as one of the 
best in the United States. Why change 
the system? 

Police home rule is a menace to effi- 
cient and high-class political administra- 
tion. In largs cities, local police con- 
trol is generally the one factor necessary 
to overthrow a political power. In my 
opinion, the chief executive of any large 
city would inherently welcome the ab- 
sence of this undermining influence. So 
far, local police control has not been a 
disturbing element in St. Louis politics.

HAS OUR TARIFF POLICY BROKEN DOWN? 


There will be little dissent from the statement of 
H. Parker Willis, editor of the New York Journal of 
Commerce, that “the present tariff policy of the 
United States has broken down.” Mr. Willis speaks 
with the authority of scholarship and large practical 
experience. He has an impressive collection of de- 
gress, all earned, has studied in a half-dozen uni- 
versities here and abroad, has served the Govern- 
ment in numerous capacities as a specialist in eco 
nomics and finance, and has written his shelf of 
books. ; 

Under any circumstances it would seem that the 
judgment of a man of such equipment would com- 
mand a hearing, particularly of officials entrusted 
with the responsibility of formulating a tariff pol- 
icy. We know as a matter of unhappy record that 
it would not. The country has not forgotten the 
earnest protest of the 1200 economists while the 
Grundyites were log-rolling the Hawley-Smoot bill 
through Congress. There war sincere and enlightened 
counsel, untainted by political motive, inspired sole- 
ly by anxiety for the nation’s material welfare. It 
fell on deaf ears in the Senate and the House and 
the White House. And that, in all presumption, would 
have been the reception accorded Mr. Willis’ admon- 
ition had it been uttered at that time. 

Experience, however, has vindicated the 1200 econ- 
omists. The Hawley-Smoot act is the tragic fail- 
ure of customs legislation. Just how much of a fail- 
ure it has been is a matter for the experts to pass 
upon. Mr. Willis, in his remarks from which we 
have quoted, touches the point. “It has entirely 
failed,” he says, “to protect what is possibly our 
largest industry—foreign trade itself.” Few of us 
are sufficiently internationally minded, or suffi- 
ciently well informed, to have rated foreign trade 
in any such superlative. Our foreign trade has been 
recognized as indispensable to peak-load prosperity, 
but its definite stature as our possibly largest indus- 
try is a new and striking concept. 

How our foreign trade has withered under the 
present tariff law is written in the official statistics. 
This blight, it may be acknowledged, is not charge 
able solely to the Hawley-Smoot act. The whole 
world is in the grip of an economic crisis. But it 
was in the grip of that crisis when our present tariff 
law was in process of enacture, and that crisis was 
then challenging statesmanship everywhere, as it is 
now, to face realities and devise remedies. Our 
statesmanship at Washington was thinking, eco- 
nomically, in terms of the nineteenth century. 
Nothing could be more elementary than the fact 
that if we expect to sell our goods to other nations 
we must buy the goods of other nations. The prac- 
ticability of prohibitive tariffs {s ended. The econ- 
omists have been trying to drill this simple truth 
into the politicians of the protective school. With the 
grim assistance of a tenacious depression and dying 
foreign trade they are succeeding. The conversion 
of Representative Snell of New York, congenital 
standpatter, is announced.

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OUR OBSOLETE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 
When the progressives in their platform urge abol- 
ishing the Electoral College as one step toward estab- 
lishing truly representative government, they attack 
@ political function which has never been more than 
a form. From the standpoint of carrying out the 
intention of the founding fathers, it has been obsolete 
since 1796. The quadrennial meeting of electors and 
the sending of ballots to Washington has become a 
senseless archaism, having only ceremonial connec- 
tion with election of the President. 
When the Constitution was drafted, only extreme 
radicals advocated letting the people at iarge vote 
for President. Some delegates wanted Congress to 
choose the executive; others thought the state legis- 
latures should do so. Finally, this special body was 
set up for the purpose, the members to be appointed 
by the legislatures, without instruction as to their 
choice. Popular government arrived with the rise of 
political parties, but still we have the pretense of 
the Electoral College deciding the election. 
Senator Norris effectively points out that the sys- 
tem now results in strangling all efforts for enabling 
a party of protest to get a hearing. It would be nec- 
essary for a third party to organize in every election 
district, and its backers usually lack both time and 
money for this. The result, in Norris’ words, is that 
the people every four years “are given the option of 
choosing between two candidates.” Objectors to the 
proposed reform say that in a close election, where 
popular ballots and not electoral votes are counted, 
\t might be months before the result would be known. 
The Electoral College is not without the same draw- 
back, as shown in the Hayes-Tilden controversy and 
in the elections of 1804 and 1824, which were decided 
in the House. 

The progressive plank is merely a logical growth in 
representative government. When the Constitution 
was drawn, suffrage was subject to property and ed- 
ucational requirements. These have now passed away, 
together with racial restrictions and those barring 
women from the polls. The primary has displaced the 
party caucus, and popular election of Senators also 
has given more responsibility to the people. Placing 
the choice of their executives directly in the hands 
of the voters by abolishing the Electoral Coffege an- 
achronism is the next step. 
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A BILL TO PROTECT ROADSIDE BEAUTY. 

An important auxiliary to the highway beautifica- 
tion movement in Missouri is Senate bill No. 37. This 
measure would make it a misdemeanor to cut, mu- 
tilate or remove trees, shrubs and flowers along State 
or county roads. Progress is being made over the 
State in planting along the highways, in part through 
contests sponsored by public and private bodies. How- 
ever, much of this good work will come to nothing 
if every passerby and every tourist is left free, as at 
present, to pick whatever flowers strike his fancy, 
to drape his car with boughs full of spring blos- 


jsoms or autumn leaves and to dig up attractive 


shrubs for planting in his own yard. This bill, which 
would make it possible to curb such destructive prac- 
tices, was passed by the Senate last week, and now 
goes to the House. Legislative time is growing short. 
We hope the House will realize the importance of 
protecting and preserving highway beauty sufficiently 
to approve this measure. 
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ILLEGAL DEPORTATIONS. 
In an effort to diminish unemployment, immigra- 
tion officials of the Department of Labor have 
launched an intensive drive for. deportation of all 
aliens now illegally in the country. The number of 
persons subject to deportation, because of illegal en- 
try, crimes involving moral turpitude, advocacy of 
anarchy, destruction of property or because they have 
become public charges, is estimated at 100,000. In 
the last nine months 18,000 persons have been de- 
ported, an almost inappreciable diminution of the 
6,000,000 total of our unemployed. Obviously, the 
campaign, even if 100 per cent successful, would not 
go far toward solving the unemployment problem. 
Nevertheless, it is based on enforcement of laws de 
signed to protect the country, and little could be said 
against such a drive were it properly conducted. 
However, the immigration service stands accused 
of flagrant abuses in its activities. A report pre- 
pared for the Wickersham commission by Reuben 
Oppenheimey, a Baltimore lawyer, carries a long cat- 
alogue of arrests without warrant, illegal searches 
and seizures, deportations on insufficient evidence 
and other lawless acts. We have previously commented 
on the raids of two months ago on a dance hall] and 
a church institute in New York City, where several 
hundred persons were rounded up and held for hours 
without warrant and without counsel. When it is 
considered that the Labor Department reviews its 
own actions in cases where appeal is made, the pos- 
sibilities of legal tyrannies, if the authorities are so 
disposed, may be realized. In addition to its present 
powers, the department now is seeking extension of 
its arresting and judiciary functions. 
America’s tradition as a haven for the politically 
oppressed is set at naught in cases where mercy fails 
to temper justice and refugees are returned to certain 
imprisonment or death in the country whence they 
fled. In other instances, procedure has been merely 
unintelligent, as in the long delay over admitting 
Ella Young, noted Irish poetess, for fear she might 
become a public charge. The work of deportation is 
far too important in its reaction on the fate of those 
caught in the dragnet to be handled in an arbitrary 
or inefficient manner. There is abundant evidence 
that civil rights of aliens frequently have been lost 
sight of in the zeal surrounding the drive. The pub- 
lic should welcome an airing of the situation, and 
demand summary correction of the evils disclosed. 
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NEWS REEL.

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RECONSIDER THE HIGHWAY PATROL. 

We trust the House will reconsider the highway 
patrol bill. It passed the Senate, but was defeated 
in the House last Friday when it failed to receive 
the 76 favorable votes necessary to passage. The 
balloting was 56 for and 40 against and, if some of 
the absentee members can be rounded up, it seems 
possible that, upon reconsideration, the measure will 
pass. 

Illinois, Michigan, New York and other states with 
highway patrols have found them of great val- 
ue in apprehending criminals, and that would be 
true, too, of Missouri. Local sheriffs and constables, 
no matter how efficient they may be in their own 
districts, cannot be expected to provide the integrat- 
ed system of patrol, detection and pursuit that a 
state force would provide. Hard roads and the auto- 
mobile have revolutionized crime methods, and the 
patrol bill is designed to make it possible for police 
officers to cope with them. We no longer go to war 
with bows and arrows nor, if we expect to check 
crime, can we fight criminals with an antiquated 
structure of law enforcement. 

Opposition .of wets who feared that a state 
police force would be perverted into an arm of pro- 
hibition enforcement has had the ground cut from 
under it. The bill expressly provides that patrol- 
men would not have the power of search and seizure 
except to take deadly weapons from arrested per- 
sons. Opposition on the ground of expense, we be- 
lieve, is offset by the value which the force would 
render the State in the prevention of bank robberies, 
filling station holdups and other crimes. 

Sooner or later, Missouri will have a state highway 
patrol, and the sooner, the better. 
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AS A MAN THINKETH. 

John Galsworthy, the English writer, after a quiet 
visit in the United States, has gone back to the land 
of the Forsytes, but leaves with us a memorable sug- 
gestion. It is that of a world peace day. He urges 
the nations which signed the Briand-Kellogg pact to 
set aside a day as a recurring reminder that they 
have formally renounced war. Armistice day, in its 
true meaning, should lend itself readily to such a 
purpose. For most of the world Nov. 11, 1918, meant 
the cessation of the most horrible period in history, 
It Was a day of returned peace. Nevertheless, since 
that time it has become increasingly militaristic. We 
celebrate the end of a four-year bloodshed by parad- 
ing arms and uniforms. How much more fitting it 
would be to use the occasion for Mr. Galsworthy’s re- 
nunciation day is too obvious to be pointed out.

An Exchange of Ideas Is Help- 
ful in Every Line of 
Endeavor. 


A molded fruit gelatin with a 
berry Or lemon satice, is a splendid 
example of a light dessert, while 
apple whip. and prune whip are 
more filling, but offer the neces- 
sary bulkiness to a lighter meal, 


Water in which vegetables have 
been cooked contains vitamins and 
mineral matter as well as flavor 
which is why such water is a val- 
uable ingredient for vegetable and 
cream soups. . 

Sprinkle lemon juice over the ba- 
nanas or lay them in a dish, pour- 
ing several tablespoons of lemon 
juice over‘them and turning them 
cccasionally to make sure that they 
are covered all over with the lem- 
on juice. This will keep them from 
turning dark. 

Use cold water in coffee making. 
Hot water tends to bring out the 
taste of bitterness of the coffee. 

When mayonnaise tastes of oil, 
add more seasoning and some sug- 
ar, until the taste is agreeable. 

The greater the surface exposed 
to water the easier it is to extract 
flavor from meat and vegetables 
which is why the ingredients to be 
used for soup or soup stock should 
be cut in small pieces. 

Parsley may be kept fresh for 
several days if tied in a bunch by 
the stems, dipped in cold water and 
placed in the refrigerator, leaves 
up. 

If there is a tendency for the 
cookies to dry, a slice of fresh 
bread put into the jar will furnish 
sufficient moisture. 

When acid foods and sugar are 
cooked together, the sugar is what 
chemists call “inverted,” thatis, it 
is changed to another kind of sug- 
ar that is not so sweet. 

If dates become firm or dry be- 
fore using, they may be plumped 
and softened by placing in a double 


A VEGETABLE PLATE 


This Service Provides a Very 
Tempting Whole Meal. 

This dinner is served entirely on 
a plate. 

A delicious timbale is placed in 
the center, and the plate is divided 
into five sections, with mashed po- 
tato forced through a pastry tube. 
The spaces are then used for vari- 
ous vegetables, cooked and well 
seasoned, such as buttered new 
peas, asparagus, carrots, beets and 
corn.

Bulk cheese may be put into a 
glass jar, the jar being covered 
with a cloth wrung from vinegar. 
The cheese should never be shut in 
an air tight container. This will 
cause it to mold. 

To keep fresh mushrooms from 
darkening, drop them in a bow! of 
water which contains the juice of 
half a lemon or one tablespoon of 
vinegar, before cooking. 

Potato chips sprinkled with grat- 
ed cheese and toasted a few min- 
uates in a hot oven make a deli- 
cious accompaniment to the after- 
theater dinner. 

Instead of serving heated sauer- 
kraut with the spareribs, serve a 
Sauerkraut and apple salad. It is 
as good a combination as the boiled 
or baked spareribs and cooked 
sauerkraut.

Tasty Combination of Foods Which 
Will Intrigue Even An Ex- 
acting Family. 

Rich in natural fodine and other 
healthful ingredients tuna fish 
makes many appetizing dishes for 
formal or informal affairs. 

Tuna Fish Spaghetti. 

Cook one-haif pound spaghetti 
in plenty of salted boiling water 
until tender—about 15 minutes.

Sought Inheritance 

Tax on 95 Pct. of Property 

Given Away Before Death.

WAS SHINGTON. April 20.—The 
Government failed today in its ef- 
fort to collect $10,041,932 addi- 
tional taxes on the estate of John 
Wanamaker, late Philadelphia mer- 
chant. The Supreme Couft refused 
to review an appeal by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau, contesting a 
decision of the Third Circuit Court 
of Appeals which held that prop.- 
erty which Wanamaker transferred 
to his children before his death was 
not subject to the Federal inheri- 
tance tax. 

Wanamaker died in Philadelphia 
Dec, 12, 1922. His executor made 
a return on an estate of $1,740,- 
570. It developed that in 1920 he 
had transferred property amount- 
ing to $36,790,376 to his son, Rod- 
man Wanamaker, and two daugh- 
ters, Mary B. Warburton and Eliz- 
abeth E. McLeod. The property 
transferred represented 95 per cent 
of Wanamaker’s estate. The Gov- 
ernment claimed he gave it to his 
children, knowing that he did not 
have long to live and with the Fed- 
eral inheritance tax in mind,

“Man is the idealist and the 
dreamer. He is the one who be- 
comes the great poet or musician 
or who .creates the great works of 
art. It is he who wants to go to 
the ends of the earth to explore, 
who desires to conquer the air and 
the wilderness or who delves to the 
depths of the sea. He is forever 
following some dream or playing 
with some invention. Man’s imag- 
ination is quickly fired by the thrill 
of the unknown.

Nervous Indigestion—IV 


HAT is to be done in the case 
W of nervous indigestion? 

To begin with, one must be 
certain that the indigestion is really 
of the nervous type and not due 
to an actual change in the struc- 
ture of the digestive tract. 

This positive knowledge can be 
secured only on a competent ex- 
amination of the patient, which 
must include a complete history of 
the symptoms and may call for ar 
X-ray study of the digestive tract, 
as well as an analysis of one or 
more of the digestive juices 
secreted. 

Assuming that no organic dis- 
ease has been found, what then? 
In substance, a compromise must 
be reached between the demands 
and limitations of the digestive 
functions and the demands mad¢ 
by the life the patient feels obliged 
to live. 

To make this point clear, let us 
assume a simple. situation. Here is 
a patient suffering from nervous 
indigestion. The primary cause 
appears to be that he is called on 
to do his heaviest work, either 
physical or mental, toward the end | 
of his working day, shortly before 
he comes home to his largest meal. 
Fatigue, it has been well estab- 
lished, interferes with indigestion. 

What, then, can this patient do 


to overcome his nervous indiges-, 
Theoretically, we might ad-. 


tion? 
vise him not to work s0 hard. 
Practically there is little valve in 
such advice, as it is not always in 
the power of the patient to change 
his working conditions. 

More reasonable would be the 
recommendation that he have his 
breakfast in the evening and his 
dinner in the morning. The diges- 
tive tract, after a night’s rest, will 
be in a better position to tackle a 
full meal. 

Of course we have assumed a 
rather simple case of nervous n- 
digestion, but it will serve to illus- 
trate how capacity and demands 
must compromise in treatment.
